An  ordinance  making  Rankin  Place,  from  Carrollton  Ave- 
nue to  Carey  Street,  a  one-way  street  for  vehicular  traf- 
fic, and  to  prohibit  parking  in  said  Rankin  Place,  for  a 
distance  of  150  feet  east  from  Carey  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Thai   Rankin  Place, 

from  Carrollton  Avenue  to  Carey  Street,  be 
and  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  one-way  street 
for  vehicular  traffic,  and  to  be  used  by  said  traf- 
fic in  a  westerly  direction  only.  Xo  vehicle  shall 
he  permitted  to  park  or  stand  in  said  Rankin 
Place,  for  a  distance  of  150  feet  east  from  Carey 
Street  at  any  time.  Any  person  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  he  subjeel  to 
a  penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00) 
for  each  and  every  offense. 

Section  2.  And  be  'I  further  ordained,  Thai 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

Harbor  and  Chesapeake  Bay,  of  supplying  water  to  the 
citizens  of  Baltimore  and  of  removing  ice  and  snow 
from  the  City  streets,  and  also  to  enable  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  to  repave,  repair  and  render  safe  for 
public  travel  the  streets  of  Baltimore,  which  emergency 
expenditures  are  necessitated  by  the  damage  done  to  the 
City  streets  during  the  winter  of  1936. 

Whereas,  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
was  obliged  during  the  winter  of  1936  to  expend 
approximately  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty-Seven 
Thousand  Dollars  ($257,000.00)  over  and  above 
its  normal  expenditures  to  meet  the  emergency 
created  by  the  severity  of  the  winter  in  order 
to  keep  shipping  moving  in  the  harbor  and  in 
the  Chesapeake  Bay,  to  supply  water  to  the 
citizens  of  Baltimore  and  to  remove  ice  and 
snow  from  the  city  streets ;  and 

Whereas,  it  will  be  necessary  to  expend  a 
further  amount  of  approximately  Three  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($350,000.00) 
to  enable  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
repave,  repair  and  to  render  safe  for  public 
travel  the  streets  of  Baltimore,  which  emer- 
gency expenditures  are  necessitated  by  the 
damage  done  to  the  city  streets  during  the 
unusually  severe  winter  of  1936.  Now,  there- 
fore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Board  of 
Estimates  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  use  any  moneys  in  the  treasury 
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of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  to  borrow,  such 
funds  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($600,000.00),  to  reimburse  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  emergency 
expenditures  during  the  winter  of  1936  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  shipping  moving  in  the 
harbor  and  Chesapeake  Bay,  to  supply  water 
to  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  and  remove  ice  and 
snow  from  the  city  streets,  and  to  permit  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  repave,  repair 
and  render  safe  for  public  travel  the  streets  of 
Baltimore,  which  emergency  expenditures  are 
necessitated  by  the  damage  done  to  the  city 
streets  during  the  winter  of  1936. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  City  Council  hereby  approves  such  ex- 
penditures for  the  purposes  described  herein, 
and  hereby  pledges  itself  to  approve  in  the 
Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  1937  such  appro- 
priations as  may  be  submitted  by  the  Hoard 
of  Estimates  to  restore  to  any  accounts  the 
money  advanced  under  the  authority  of  this 
ordinance  to  meet  the  said  emergencies  or  to 
approve  any  loan  made  necessary  by  the  ex- 
penditure of  such  i'nnds.

Baltimore;  providing  the  amount  of  the  license  fee;  pro- 
viding for  the  issuance  and  terms  of  the  license;  pro- 
viding for  the  conditions  and  penalties  of  the  bond  to 
be  required;  defining  retail  coal  traders;  providing  such 
further  things  as  may  be  necessary  or  incidental  to  this 
general  purpose;  repealing  all  inconsistent  ordinances 
and  providing  penalties  for  violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  all  persons 
who  act  as  Retail  Coal  Traders,  as  hereinafter 
defined,  must  have  a  license.  Such  license  shall 
be  known  as  a  Retail  Coal  Trader's  license,  and 
shall  be  issued  to  each  person  who  engages  in 
the  business  of  a  Retail  Coal  Trader.  Such 
license  shall  authorize  each  person  who  is  a 
Retail  Coal  Trader  to  act  as  a  broker,  seller, 
agent  or  transporter  of  coal  to  retail  consumers 
within  the  geographical  limits  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore.  Any  person  who  shall  act  as  a 
Retail  Coal  Trader  without  a  license  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  ordinance.

Dollar.  Any  applicant  who  shall  knowingly 
file  or  cause  to  l)e  filed  a  false  application,  or 
shall  give  any  false  information  upon  an  ap- 
plication, shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this 
ordinance.

Said  certificate  shall  be  carried  upon  the 
transporting  vehicle  for  which  it  was  issued, 
and  shall  be  displayed  to  any  law  enforcement 
officer  at  his  request,  whether  or  not  a  violation 
of  this  or  any  other  law  is  suspected,  and  shall 
be  displayed  further  to  the  retail  purchaser  be- 
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fore  delivery  of  any  coal  is  attempted,  and  the 
Bureau  of  Receipts  shall  charge  a  fee  of  One 
($1.00)  Dollar  for  each  certificate  so  issued,  to 
be  paid  by  the  applicant.  Any  person  operat-

(4)  The  term  "Bureau  of  Receipts"  shall 
mean  the  Bureau  of  Receipts  as  now  established 
by  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to  or  regu- 
late the  sale  of  coal  in  carload  lots  to  a  single 
consumer,  or  the  sale,  or  delivery  of  coal  over 
the  railroad  coal  piers  to  vessels  or  boats  in  the 
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Harbor  of  Baltimore,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  or 
regulate  the  sale  of  coal  in  single  paper  sacks, 
or  by  single  peck  or  bushel,  provided  the  exemp- 
tion  is  not  utilized  to  avoid  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  those  per- 
sons who  haul  their  own  coal  supply  in  trucks 
titled  in  their  own  name.

ful unless  they  are  weighed  separately  and  a 
weight  ticket  accompanies  such  delivery,  cer- 
tifying the  pounds  delivered,  and  that  the 
weight  was  so  determined  on  scales  tested  and 
sealed  by  the  local  Division  of  Weights  and 
Measures;  and  this  section  shall  be  construed 
as  an  addition  to  and  not  as  a  substitution  for 
existing  regulations  regarding  the  weighing  of 
coal. 

Section  12.  And  be  it  further  ordaint  d,  That 
the  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  ordinance 
or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  as  follows:  Fifty 
($50.00)  Dollars  and  costs,  or  thirty  (30)  days 
in  jail  at  the  discretion  of  the  committing  mag- 
istrate, for  the  firsl  violation  of  any  pan  or 
section,  or  part  of  a  section,  of  this  ordinance; 
One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollar.-  and  costs,  or 
sixty  (60)  days  in  jail,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
committing  magistrate,  for  each  subsequent  vio- 
lation. 

Section  L3.  And  be  it  furtfa  r  ordaim  >l.  That 
all  ordinances  or  any  part  thereof  inconsistent 
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with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed  to  the  extent  of 
such  inconsistency. 

Section  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  any  section  or  any  part  of  a  section  of 
this  ordinance  be  held  to  be  invalid  for  any 
reason,  such  holding  shall  not  be  construed  as 
affecting  the  validity  of  any  remaining  section 
or  part  of  a  section  of  this  ordinance,  it  being 
the  legislative  intent  that  the  remainder  of  this 
ordinance  shall  stand,  notwithstanding  the  in- 
validity of  such  section,  or  a  part  of  a  section.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  single 
railroad  track  in  Fell  Street,  said  track  being  a  17  foot 
extension  of  an  existing  track  of  said  company,  the  cen- 
ter line  of  which  is  located  in  said  Fell  Street  about 
25  feet  from  and  parallel  to  the  southwest  side  of  Fell 
Street,  said  extension  beginning  at  a  point  about  115 
feet  northwest  of  the  intersection  of  the  southwest  side 
of  Fell  Street  with  the  east  side  of  Wolfe  Street  pro- 
duced; and  to  operate  on  the  said  track  a  motor  to  be 
propelled  by  electricity  or  a  steam  locomotive  for  the 
hauling  of  railroad  freight  cars;  together  with  the 
right  to  stand  cars  for  loading  and  unloading  on  said 
track. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
a  single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of  Fell  Street, 
said  track  beginning  at  a  point  in  the  center  line 
of  an  existing  railroad  track  of  said  company  in 
Fell  Street,  at  the  northwest  end  of  said  exist- 
ing track;  the  said  beginning  point  being  de- 
termined as  follows :  From  the  point  of  inter- 
section of  the  east  side  of  Wolfe  Street  pro- 
duced southerly  with  the  southwest  side  of  Fell 
Street,  measure  northwesterly  along  the  said 
side  of  Fell  Street  approximately  115  feet,  then 
measure  northeasterly  at  right  angles  to  Fell 
Street  approximately  25  feet;  and  running 
thence  for  the  center  line  of  said  railroad  track 
hereby  authorized  northwesterly  17  feet,  more 
or  less,  in  a  straight  line  parallel  to  the  south- 
west side  of  Fell  Street,  together  with  the  right 
to  stand  cars  for  loading  and  unloading  on  the 
track  extension  above  described.  The  track 
authorized  by  this  ordinance  is  shown  on  the 
attached  plat  by  the  lines  colored  red.  The  said 
Railroad    Company   is    further    authorized    to 
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erect  and  maintain  such  poles,  wires  and  over- 
head construction  and  appurtenances  as  may  be 
necessary  to  enable  it  to  operate  on  the  said 
track  hereby  authorized  an  electric  motor  which 
shall  be  used  to  haul  railroad  freight  cars  upon 
said  track,  and  in  the  event  of  the  temporary 
disablement  of  said  motor  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany may  use  a  steam  engine  to  haul  said  cars 
on  said  track.  The  said  electric  motor  or  steam 
engine  may  be  used  at  all  hours  for  the  purpose 
of  hauling  cars  on  said  track  provided  that  the 
speed  of  the  said  electric  motor  or  steam  engine 
while  passing  through  the  above-mentioned 
streets  shall  not  exceed  three  miles  an  hour 
while  hauling  cars  and  the  speed  of  the  said 
electric  motor  or  steam  engine  using  the  track 
hereby  authorized  when  not  engaged  in  hauling 
cars  shall  not  exceed  six  miles  an  hour,  and 
provided  further  that  the  said  electric  motor 
or  steam  engine  shall  only  haul  freight  cars. 
The  overhead  or  trolley  system  of  wires  to  be 
used  in  the  operation  of  the  electric  motor  shall 
be  of  the  same  construction  as  that  adopted  by 
the  Baltimore  Transit  Company  and  the  voltage 
of  electricity  to  be  used  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
used  by  the  said  street  railway  company.  The 
said  overhead  wires  shall  be  protected  from 
contact  with  electric  light  or  other  wires,  and 
the  said  Railroad  Company  shall  provide  such 
proper  safeguards  and  protection  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  the 
said  Railroad  Company  shall  construct  and 
maintain  the  said  electric  equipment  subject  in 
the  approval  of  the  said  Highways  Engineer 
and  shall  make  such  changes  therein  as  he  may 
from  time  to  time  direct.  The  poles  to  supporl 
the  trolley  wire  and  other  wires  necessary  for 
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the  operation  of  said  motor  by  electricity  shall 
be  iron  poles.  The  word  "tracks"  as  nsed  in 
this  ordinance  shall  be  considered  as  embracing 
tracks  and  electric  appurtenances  and  shall  be 
held  to  cover  the  tracks,  poles,  wires,  overhead 
construction  and  the  appurtenances  of  all  or 
any  of  them  mentioned  in  this  ordinance  in  so 
far  as  the  obligations  herein  imposed  upon  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and 
the  rights  and  powers  herein  reserved  for  the 
benefit  of  the  City  and/or  the  public,  are  con- 
cerned. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall, 
at  all  times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right 
to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest, 
the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted,  and 
that  the  said  right  shall  be  executed  and  en- 
joyed within  six  months  after  the  grant,  as  pro- 
vided by  Section  37  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of 
Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  entitled  "City 
of  Baltimore",  sub-title  "Charter",  and  that 
the  right  herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exercised 
and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty-five  years, 
and  with  the  further  right  to  said  grantee,  at 
a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  revalua- 
tion the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to  re- 
newals not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty- 
live  years ;  that  upon  the  termination  of  said 
right  herein  granted  there  shall  be  a  fair  valua- 
tion of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  said

surface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said  streets 
and  alleys; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and 
other  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required 
for  the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said 
streets,  alleys  and  tracks;

Whereas,  it  is  estimated  that  the  sum  of  one 
million  dollars  ($1,000,000),  in  addition  to  the 
sums  heretofore  expended  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose,  will  he  necessary  to  provide  food, 
clothing  and  shelter  for  unemployed  persons  in 
Baltimore  City  during  the  remainder  of  the 
currenl  year  ending  December  .'51,  l!>:i(i;  now, 
therefore, 

Section  1.     I><  it  ordained  by  thi  Mayor  <u/<l 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Thai  an  emergencj 
exists  arising  from  the  necessity  of  preserving 
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the  health,  safety  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
City  by  making  adequate  provision  for  the  re- 
lief of  unemployed  and  unemployable  persons 
in  Baltimore  City.

Whereas,  in  connection  with  the  widening  and 
extending  of  Howard  Street  aforesaid  a  cer- 
tain agreement  dated  December  23,  1935,  was 
duly  executed  between  the  City  and  the  Rail- 
roads duly  ratified  by  Ordinance  No.  116,  ap- 
proved April  1,  1936,  which  among  other  mat- 
ters provided  for  the  construction  of  a  new  con- 
verter station  on  property  owned  by  the  City

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The  City  agrees  that  the  grade  of  the  afore- 
said proposed  extension  of  Howard  Street, 
wherever  it  is  upon  or  over  the  property  and/or 
facilities  of  the  Railroads,  shall  conform  sub- 
stantially to  the  grade  thereof  as  established  by 
the  City  Surveyor  on  June  20,  1935. 

The  City  also  agrees  that  in  the  construction 
and/or  extension  of  the  bridges  over  the  exist- 
ing tracks  and  facilities  of  the  Railroads  and 
also  in  the  area  marked  "G"  in  the  attached 
Exhibit  2,  the  clearances  shown  on  attached

The  City  further  agrees  that  the  extension  of 
Howard  Street  shall  be  by  means  of  an  open 
cut  from  Dolphin  Street  to  a  line  located  east  of 
Mt.  Royal  Avenue  and  north  of  Lanvale  Street, 
and  approximately  over  the  "south  abutment" 
as  shown  on  Exhibit  2.

of  Brevard  Street  between  Hoffman  and  Pres 
ion  Streets,  and  designated  and  shown  on  the 
attached  Exhibit   1   by  the  capital  letter  "F." 

Immediately  after  this  Agreement  becomes 
effective,  said  Railroads  shall  convey,  or  caused 
to  be  conveyed,  to  the  ( 'it  v.  for  t  he  consideration 
of  One    Dollar    ($1.00),   by    fee   simple   title,   the 

parcel  of  land  designated  on  the  attached  Ex 
hibit  1  by  the  capital  letter  "D",  located  on  the 
northeast   side  of  Park  Avenue  near  Hoffman 
Street,  and  known  as  N,os.  L029  and  L031   Park 
A\  cniie,   upon    w  hich   said   lot    i^   located   I  he 
isting  converter  station  of  the  said  Railroads. 
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In  the  deed  conveying  said  lot  it  shall  be  pro- 
vided among  other  things,  that  said  Railroads 
may  continue  without  charge  to  occupy  the  same 
and  operate  said  converter  station  now  located 
thereon,  pending  the  completion  of  the  new 
rectifier  station  on  Brevard  Street  as  afore- 
said, but  in  no  case  longer  than  nine  (9)  months 
from  the  date  of  said  conveyance;  except  that 
the  Railroads  may,  at  any  time  after  said  con- 
veyance or  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
expiration  of  said  nine  (9)  months  period;  re- 
move all  or  any  of  the  electric  converter  station 
apparatus  and  equipment  from  said  lot  "D", 
and  any  and  all  said  apparatus  and  equipment 
not  so  removed  by  the  Railroads  within  said 
time  limits  shall  be  held  and  considered  as  hav- 
ing been  abandoned  by  them.

In  lieu  of  damages  for  the  taking  of  said 
lot  so  marked  with  the  capital  letter  "D"  as 
aforesaid  and  the  converter  station  now  located 
thereon,  and  in  lieu  also  of  damages  and/or 
claims  of  damage  of  whatever  kind  on  the  part 
of  said  Railroads  for  the  taking  or  use  by  the 
City  of  any  of  the  property  and/or  facilities 
owned  or  controlled  by  said  Railroads,  or  either 
of  them,  as  provided  in  said  plans  for  the  exten- 
sion of  Howard  Street  and  in  this  Agreement, 
except  as  provided  in  Paragraph  (9)  of  this 
Agreement,  and  in  full  consideration  of  all  of 
the  matters  and  things  agreed  to  be  done  by 
the  said  Railroads  in  and  by  this  Agreement, 
the  City  agrees  that  the  amount  representing 
the  actual  cost  of  constructing  and  equipping 
said  new  electric  rectifier  station  as  contem- 
plated and  provided  in  this  Agreement,  not  to 
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exceed,  however,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and 
Sixty  Thousand  Dollars  ($160,000.00),  shall  be 
allowed  to  said  Railroads  as  a  credit,  and  shall 
be  credited  againsl  the  said  sum  of  Two  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($250,000.00) 
contributed,  or  to  be  contributed,  by  the  Rail- 
roads as  provided  in  Paragraph  (2)  of  this 
Agreement. 

The  Railroads  will  pay  in  the  first  instance 
the  cost  of  constructing  and  equipping  said  new 
electric  rectifier  station,  and  upon  the  comple- 
tion thereof  will  submit  to  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  City  an  itemized  and  detailed  statement 
of  all  expenditures  in  connection  therewith  and 
actually  paid  by  said  Railroads  therefor.  All 
items  contained  in  said  statement,  and  appro 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  as  expendi- 
tures proper  to  he  made  for  the  construction 
and  equipping  of  said  new  electric  rectifier  sta- 
tion as  provided  in  this  Agreement,  shall  he  in- 
cluded in  said  credit,  not  exceeding,  however, 
in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and 
Sixty  Thousand  Dollars  ($160,000.00). 

The  account  herein  provided  for  shall  be  sub- 
mitted and  stated  immediately  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  the  new  rectifier  station  as  provided  in 
Paragraph  (3)  of  this  Agreement,  and  there- 
upon -aid  sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thou 
-and  Dollars  ($250,000.00)  mentioned  in  Para 
graph  (2)  of  this  Agreement,  less  the  amount 

to  he  credited  thereto  as  shown  in  said  state- 
ment and  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  City,  shall  he  and  become  due  and  payable 
by  the  Railroads  to  the  City  six  (6)  months 
after  Howard  Street  Extension  shall  be  <'<>m 
pleted  and  opened  for  public  uses.

If  for  any  reason  the  Railroads  shall  not  con- 
struct and  equip  a  new  rectifier  station  as  here- 
in contemplated  and  provided  for,  they  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  the  credit  above  provided  for  or 
to  any  credit  or  allowance  whatever  against  said 
sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($250,000.00) ;  and  in  such  case  the  entire 
sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($250,000.00)  mentioned  in  Paragraph  (2) 
of  this  Agreement,  without  deduction,  shall  be 
and  become  due  and  payable  by  the  Railroads 
to  the  City,  and  shall  be  paid  six  (6)  months 
after  Howard  Street  Extension  shall  be  com- 
pleted and  opened  for  public  uses ;  and  in  case 
of  default  in  the  payment  of  said  sum  of  Two 
Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($250,- 
000.00)  or  any  part  thereof  when  due  and  pay- 
able as  provided  herein,  said  sum  or  any  unpaid 
portion  thereof  shall  bear  interest  at  six  per 
cent.  (6%)  per  annum  from  the  date  when  the 
same  becomes  due  and  until  paid. 

The  Railroads  agree  to  have  said  new  recti- 
fier station  built  and  equipped  by  contract,  or 
contracts,  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder, 
or  bidders,  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  City,  and  further  agree  that  the  plans  and 
specifications  for  said  construction  and  equip- 
ment shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  provided,  however, 
that  such  plans  and  specifications  shall  permit 
the  construction  and  equipment,  at  the  expense 
of  the  City  not  to  exceed  said  One  Hundred 
and  Sixty  Thousand  Dollars  ($160,000.00),  of  a 
new  rectifier  station  located  on  said  lot  or  par- 
cel "F",  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  Railroads'

gineer of  the  City.

The  Railroads  further  covenant  and  agree 
that  upon  demand  by  the  City  they  will  grant 
and  convey,  or  cause  to  be  granted  and  con- 
veyed, to  the  City  for  the  nominal  consideration 
of  One  Dollar  ($1.00),  all  the  right,  title  and 
interest  of  said  Railroads,  whether  held  or  con- 
trolled by  them  directly  or  indirectly,  in  and  to 
the  parcel  of  land  designated  on  the  attached 
Exhibit  2  by  the  capital  letter  "E"  and  located 
at  the  easternmost  corner  of  Mt.  Royal  Avenue 
and  Lanvale  Street  and  hounded  by  the  south- 
east side  of  Lanvale  Street,  the  northeast  side 
of  Ml.  Royal  Avenue,  and  the  condemnation 
lines  of  said  Howard  Street  Extension,  the  area 
of  said  lot  being  ten  thousand  five  hundred  and 
sixty-five  (10,565)  square  feet,  more  or  less.

If  at  any  time  within  twenty  (20)  years  after 
the  effective  date  of  this  Agreement,  the  Rail 
roads  shall  apply  to  the  City  for  permission  to 
construct  and  maintain  new  or  additional  rail- 
road tracks  and  facilities  within  the  area  col- 
ored yellow  upon  the  plan  attached  hereto  i 
marked  "Exhibit  3";  and  in  connection  there 
with,  and  at  the  same  time,  shall  certify  to  the 
City   that    they    desire   also    to   construct    and 
maintain    new,   or   additional,    railroad    tracks 
and    facilities    under   the   said    Howard   street 
Extension    within    the   area    outlined    in    red    OH 
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the  attached  Exhibit  2  and  designated  thereon 
by  the  capital  letter  k'(y\  and  shall  show  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City 
that  they  are  prepared  to  proceed  promptly  with 
the  construction  of  all  or  a  part  of  such  railroad 
improvements  both  within  the  area  colored  in 
yellow  upon  said  Exhibit  3  and  within  the  said 
area  "G",  then  the  City  will  grant  to  the  said 
Railroads  all  rights,  franchises  and  permits 
necesary  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  all  the  new,  or  additional,  tracks 
and  facilities  within  both  of  said  areas  as  the 
same  are  delineated  on  Exhibit  2  and  Exhibit  3, 
respectively,  the  said  grant,  however,  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  following  terms  and  conditions : 

(a)  Before  any  work  of  construction  shall  be 
commenced  by  the  Railroads  in  the  premises 
aforesaid,  the  Railroads  shall  submit  to  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  detailed  plans  of  the 
work  proposed  to  be  done  by  the  Railroads ; 
and  insofar  as  such  plans  affect  the  City  streets 
or  structures,  they  shall  be  subjected  to  the 
approval  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
maintaining  said  new  or  additional  tracks  and 
facilities  under  the  said  Howard  Street  Exten- 
sion within  said  area  "G",  the  bridge  carrying 
said  Howard  Street  Extension  shall  be  extended 
southward  to  the  southernmost  line  of  said  area 
"G." 

(c)  All  work  necessary  to,  or  involved  in, 
the  said  extension  of  said  bridge,  including  also 
all  excavation  necessary  to  construct  said  ex- 
tension as  shown  on  exhibits  attached  hereto 
and  marked  Exhibit  2  and  Exhibit  4,  shall  be 
done   by   the   Railroads   according  to   detailed

plans  furnished  by  the  City,  and  all  said  work 
shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City, 
and  the  cost  and  expense  thereof  shall  he 
charged  to  the  City.  All  of  the  said  work  shall 
be  done  by  contract,  or  contracts,  let  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders  satisfac- 
tory to  said  Chief  Engineer,  and  the  plans  and 
specifications  for  said  work  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City, 
and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  said  plans  or 
specifications  without  the  previous  written  ap- 
proval of  said  Chief  Engineer. 

(d)  The  aforesaid  rights,  franchises  and  per- 
mits shall  be  granted  in  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and 
property  of  the  .Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore within  said  two  areas,  but  only  to  the 
extent  of  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  existing 
therein  at  the  time  such  application  is  made 
by  the  Railroads  as  aforesaid. 

(e)  Upon  the  grant  of  the  aforesaid  rights, 
franchises  and  permits  to  the  Railroads,  the 
said  Railroads  shall  forthwith  proceed  with  the 
work  of  extending  said  bridge,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  and  will  fully  complete  said  extern 
sion  within  two  (2)  years  after  the  date  of  said 
grant. 

(f)  The  Railroads  shall,  at  their  entire  ex 
pense,  properly  support,  protect  and  safeguard 
all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  a-  well  as  all  sur 
face,  sub-surface  and  super-surface  structures, 
and  all  public  and  private  property,  which  may 
be  in  any  way  affected  in  and  by  the  construe 
tion,  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  new  or 
additional  t  racks  and  facilities  of  the  Railroads: 
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and  the  Railroads  shall  also  bear  all  the  costs 
and  expenses  oi  changing,  altering,  relocating, 
repairing,  adjusting,  supporting,  protecting 
and  or  safeguarding  any  and  all  surface,  sub- 
surface and  super-surface  structures  in  said 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys  which,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  may  be  or 
become  necessary  in  connection  with,  by  reason 
of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  said  construc- 
tion, maintenance  and  operation  of  said  addi- 
tional tracks  and  facilities  of  the  Railroads, 
except  as  provided  in  sub-paragraph  (c)  above. 

(g)  The  value  of  all  of  said  rights,  franchises 
or  easements  granted  by  the  City  to  the  Rail- 
roads, as  herein  provided,  in  both  of  the  afore- 
said two  areas  shown  on  Exhibits  2  and  3  shall 
be  ascertained  and  determined  by  agreement 
between  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  and  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Railroads,  or,  if  they 
cannot  agree,  by  a  disinterested  third  person  to 
be  designated  by  the  Chief  Judge  for  the  time 
being  of  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City. 
The  value  of  all  said  rights,  franchises  and 
easements  shall  be  charged  to  said  Railroads. 

(h)  An  account  shall  be  made  up  showing,  on 
the  one  hand,  the  actual  cost  involved  in  the 
extension  of  said  bridge  as  aforesaid  and  ex- 
pended by  the  Railroads  for  that  work,  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  value  of  all  the  said 
rights,  franchises  and  easements  granted  by  the 
City  to  the  Railroads  and  ascertained  and  de- 
termined as  aforesaid.  The  difference,  if  in 
favor  of  the  Railroads,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City;  and  if  in  favor  of  the  City;  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Railroads.

The  City  agrees  that  the  Railroads  shall  have 
the  option  to  purchase  from  the  City  at  any 
time  within  five  (5)  years  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  Agreement  those  parcels  of  laud 
now  owned  by  the  City,  or  any  one  or  more  of 
them,  which  may  not  be  needed  for  public  use, 
said  lands  being  bounded  by  Brevard  Street, 
Dolphin  Street,  Mt.  Royal  Avenue,  Cathedral 
Slreet  and  Preston  Street,  and  designated  by 
the  capita]  letters  "A",  "B"  and  "C"  on  the 
attached  Exhibit  1;  provided,  however,  that  in 
the  exercise  of  said  option  the  Railroads  must 
purchase  lot  "B."  as  an  entire  unit,  lot  "C"  as 
an  entire  unit,  and  lot  "A"  as  an  entire  unit,  as 
the  same  are  respectively  outlined  on  said  plan. 

The  Railroads  will  pay  the  City  One  Dollar 
and  Seventy-five  Cents  ($1.75)  per  square  foot 
for  the  land  comprising  parcels  "B"  and  "C", 
and  One  Dollar  and  Twenty  Cents  ($1.20)  per 
square  foot  for  the  land  comprising  parcel  "A". 
The  City  reserves  the  right  to  retain  such  por- 
tions of  said  lots  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  City  may  be  needed  tor  future 
street  widening.  The  decision  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  in  this  regard  shall  be  communicated 
to  the  Railroads  upon  their  request,  in  order 
that  the  Railroads  may  be  advised  prior  to  the 
exercise  of  their  option  of  the  portion  of  any 
of  said  parcels  which  the  City  may  desire  to 
retain.

The  Railroads  covenant  and  agree  that  after 
this  Agreement  becomes  effective,  they  will, 
upon  demand  of  the  City,  grant  and  convey,  or 
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cause  to  be  granted  and  conveyed,  by  good  and 
sufficient  deed,  to  the  City,  without  further  cost 
to  the  City,  all  rights  and  easements  necessary 
for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion of  said  Howard  Street  Extension,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  attached  to  this  Agree- 
ment, insofar  as  such  rights  and  easements 
are  within  the  ownership  or  control  of  said 
Railroads,  over  all  the  existing  tunnel  or  tun- 
nels of  said  Railroads,  and  also  over  the  tracks 
and  other  properties  owned  or  controlled  by 
said  Railroads  lying  northeast  of  Mt.  Royal 
Avenue. 

The  Railroads  further  covenant  and  agree  at 
their  own  cost  and  expense  to  make  the  neces- 
sary changes  and  relocations  of  their  railroad 
tracks  and  other  facilities  to  accommodate  the 
location  of  the  piers  and  abutments  to  support 
the  bridges  and  bridge  extension  southward,  as 
hereinabove  provided  for,  over  said  tracks  and 
other  property  owned  or  controlled  by  said 
Railroads.

It  is  further  understood  and  expressly  agreed 
that  the  City  shall  not  he  required  to  pay  any 
sum  or  sums  of  money  whatsoever,  other  than 
as  specifically  provided  for  in  this  Agrement, 
for  or  on  account  of  the  taking  of,  or  any  in- 
juries or  damage  to,  any  property  or  properties 
owned  or  controlled  by  said  Railroads,  or  either 
of  them,  in,  by  or  in  connection  with  the  con- 
demnation, widening  and  extension  of  Howard 
Street  as  aforesaid;  provided,  however,  that 
this  paragraph  shall  not  affect  or  apply  to  prop- 
erties belonging  to  said  Railroads  and  known 
as  Nos.  1023,  1025  and  1027  Park  Avenue,  125 
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West  Hoffman  Street  and  221  West  Preston 
Street;  it  being  understood  that  if  and  when 
said  properties  are  condemned  the  City  will  pay 
for  the  same  such  amounts  as  may  be  fixed  in 
the  condemnation  proceedings.

The  City  agrees  that  the  Railroads  shall  have 
the  right,  without  charge,  to  attach,  maintain 
and  operate  signals,  signal  posts,  trolley  han- 
gers, and  other  attachments  to  the  bridge  over 
the  Railroads'  property,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City.

In  connection  with  any  construction  work  con- 
templated by  this  Agreement,  no  material,  tem- 
porary structure  or  false  work  shall  he  placed 
upon  the  right-of-way  and  tracks  of  the  Rail- 
roads, or  between  such  tracks  except  as  ap- 
proved by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Railroads. 

(12) 

The  City  hereby  agrees  to  indemnify  the  Rail- 
roads and  each  of  them,  and  save  each  of  them 
harmless,  against  any  loss  or  damage  sustained 
by  them,  or  either  of  them,  resulting  from  or 
arising  out  of  the  negligence  of  the  City,  its 
employees  or  contractors,  in  the  construction  of 
any  work  done  by  or  for  the  City  upon  or  over 
the  property  and  or  facilities  of  the  Railroads 
under  this  Agreement,  except  work  done,  or  to 
he  done,  by  the  Railroads  in  the  extension  of 
the  bridge  within  the  area  marked  "G"  on  Ex 
hihil  2,  as  provided  in  paragraph  (6)  (c)  of  this 
Agreement.  "Damage"  as  herein  used  includes 
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damage  to  property  and  injuries  to  or  death  of 
persons. 

The  City  further  agrees  that  it  will  assume 
all  risk  of  accident  and  fire  to  its  own  struc- 
ture passing  over  the  properties  of  the  Rail- 
road Companies  and  the  supports  thereof  and 
all  losses  or  damage  thereto,  except  insofar  as 
the  same  may  be  caused  or  contributed  to  by  the 
negligence  or  want  of  care  of  the  Railroads  or 
either  of  them,  their  agents,  permittees,  li- 
censees and  employees. 

(13) 

This  Agreement  shall  not  become  binding 
upon  the  City  until  approved  by  an  ordinance 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
and  upon  such  approval  by  ordinance  this 
Agreement  shall  take  the  place  of  the  afore- 
said agreement  between  the  parties  hereto  dated 
December  23,  1935,  as  fully  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  as  if  the  said  agreement  of  Decem- 
ber 23,  1935,  had  been  identically  the  same  as 
this  Agreement.  The  validity  of  all  acts  here- 
tofore done  and  all  proceedings  heretofore  had 
and  taken  by  the  City  under  or  pursuant  to  the 
aforesaid  agreement  of  December  23,  1935,  shall 
in  no  way  be  affected  by  this  Agreement  or  its 
approval  by  the  City  Council.

Whekeas,  Paragraph  15,  Section  17  of  Article 
3  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition), 
title  "Buildings,"  sub-title  "Brick  Construc- 
tion," requires  stone  walls  to  be  at  least  16 
inches  thick;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  Edw.  A. 
Lankford  to  erect  a  two-story  stone  building 
approximately  23  feet  wide  and  38  feet  long, 
with  9-inch  stone  walls  and  2x4  stud  frame,  for 
use  as  a  dwelling,  on  his  premises  known  as 
2305  Lyndhurst  Avenue.  All  stone  used  in  the 
construction  shall  be  flat  stones  and  not  vary 
more  than  V2  inch  from  true  parallel  planes  for 
any  point  in  the  area  of  the  stone,  and  no  sin- 
gle piece  of  stone  shall  be  less  than  four  inches 
in  width  nor  less  than  eight  inches  in  length  and 
the  thickness  shall  not  be  more  than  twice  the 
width.
